Had we done that, no nation of. 


Europe Would today be burdened 
with a standing army except for 
purposes of maintaining law and 
order within its own borders—cer- 
tainly not as a protection against 
invasion from without, nor for ag- 
gression. 

If this country and Great Britain, 
as proposed by the league of na- 
tions covenant, had said, in effect; 
to France, “Disband your army and 
go to work. rehabilitating your 
fields and reconstructing and re- 
storing your industries; and if 
Germany attempts to again menace 
you with the sword she will have 
all three of us to reckon with,” 
France would have welcomed the 
opportunity to forget war and 
armaments, secure in the protec- 
tion such a guarantee would have 
afforded. 

She would have been enabled to 
get down to the business of con- 
struction instead of having to sup- 
port a tremendous war machine to 
watch and protect her frontier 
against her traditional enemy! 

Every obstacle in the way of 
business and the restoration of 
prosperity, in Europe and in the 
United States, to which Mr. 
Washburn calls attention would 
have been very largely removed 
had we joined with other signa- 
tory powers in carrying out the 
terms of the Versailles treaty. 

Mr. Washburn is right in his 
genera] premises, but wrong in, his 
conclusion—that the Versailles 
treaty is to blame for present con- 
ditions. | 
It is not the treaty, but our atti- 


.) tude toward the treaty—that is the 


cause of the world’s business 
troubles!

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Contract Given 
To Atlanta Firm 


The contract to repave Marietta- 
Decatur street, from Jones avenue on 
Marietta to Yonge street on Decatur, 
a distance of about one and one-fourth 
miles, a project which will cost in 


the aggregate approximately $200,000, 
was voted by the street committee 
Friday afternoon to the McDougald 
Construction company. 

It was also definitely decided that 
none of the present pavement founda- 
tion will be utilized and that the job 
will be new from the ground up. From 
Peachtree to Bartow street on Mari- 
etta the paving laid will be granite 
cubes on a concrete Lase, like White- 
hall street, from Alabama to Mitchell.

The remainder of both streets will 
be laid with plain concrete eight inches 
thick. MeDougald company’s bid to 
lay the granite paving was $6.47 per 
square yard.

Thicknesses in excess 
of eight inches in the street car track- 
age area will be charged for at the 
rate of $10 per cubic : ard, The com- 
pany will pave the entire area of the

Washington, March 3.—(By Con- 
stitution Leased Wire.;—Labor dis- 
turbance in Cuba have caused a tie- 
up of $200,000,000 worth of Ameri- 
can goods, and of that amount there 
is still left over American good to the 
value of $60,000,000. A large per- 
centage of these goods were shipped 
from the south Atlantic and gulf 
states, 

‘Lhese startling statemeats cume to- 
cay in a special report to the depart- 
ment of labor from General E. H. 
Crowder, general representative of this 
government’ in Cuba, who urges in 
turn that a survey of labor conditions 
on the island be made at once as an 
essential preliminary to his duties. 

To this suggestion Secretary Davis 
has given his hearty indorsement, and 
the labor committees of both branches 
of congress were today urged to report 
immediately the 3 authorizing 
and providing the eipenses for such 
a survey. 


Former Survey. 


Referring to a statement made in 
a former survey of labor conditions 
in Cuba by the bureau of labor statis- 
tics, now in the department of labor, 
General Crowder quotes the following: 

“The political problem Spain failed 
to solve in’Cuba was intimately con- 
nected with an economic problem, and 
this in turn depended upon social and 
industrial conditions closely connected 
with the labor question.” 

He then says, “if the above is true, 
then we can assume that the main- 
tendence of the government and the 
protection of property in this country 
is, to a certain degree, in the hands 
of the labor elements. For this 
reason, beside the economic one, our 
overnment has a direct interest in 
abor conditions because of article 3 
of the Platt amendment which states: 


From Platt Amendment. 


That the government of Cuba con- 
sents that the United States may exer- 
cise the right to interfere for the 
preservation of Cuban independence. 
the maintenance of a government 
adequate for the protection of life, 
property and individual liberty, and 
for discharging the obligations with 
reapect to Cuba imposed by the treaty 
of Paris on the United States, now 
to be assumed and undertaken by 
the government of Cuba.“ 

Further on he says, “I trust the 
brief outline given above may serve 
to indicate te you the real problem, 
and I trust you will be able to investi- 
gate the labor situation for and on

THORP RAPS 


PRO GRIDDERS 


New York, March 3.—(Special.)— 
Professional footJall is the most de- 


moralising of sports, just as non-pro- 
fessional football is one of the best, 
according to Tom Thorp, gridiron 
coach at New York university. Thorp, 
widely known as a sporting writer, 
probably. is even more widely known 
as football referee and umpire, he hav- 
ing officiated at different times in all 
of the football classics of the country. 
In his student days when he played 
at Columbia he was ranked as an all- 
American lineman. 

J think I can safely claim to know 
football from all angles,” said Thorp, 
“and it is my judgment that profes- 
sional football will never be widely 
popular in America, where college 
foétball has such a multitude of fol- 
lowers. 

“And professional football does not 
deserve to be popular. What makes 
pme of that opinion? Well, I'll reveal 
a dark page in my past and admit that 
I once played professional. football for 
a short time. It was a long time ago 
just after I was graduated, and {| 000 
think it is only due to myself to say 
that I quickly saw the error of my 
ways and reformed. 

One Year Enough. 

„One season of professional football 
Was enough for me. What I saw then, 
and ‘what I have seen since has 
strengthened that vpinion, convinced 
me that professional football is the 
most demoralizing of sports from the! 
) standpeint of the players themselves. 
To ube a slang expression, professional 
football tends to make a bum of a 
‘player. 

e reason is plain enough. A col- 
lege player who has made a great repy- 
tation in school as a gridiron hero and 
is induced to play professional foot- 
ball has a month, or at best, two 
months, abead of him each year when 
his services’ will be in demand. If he 
takes that month or two months for 
football it means that he cannot occu- 


or employment, for a young man in 

business cannot: afford to be away 

from it a month or two each fall. 
Occupation. 

“The result is that the player makes | ® 
football his real occupation and loafs 
through the rest of the year or takes 
up stop-gap jobs that lead no where 
and can be dropped when the football 
season comes around. 

“A few years of that and the man’s 
football days are over, and he has 
acquired. nothing except habits of idle 
ness and shiftlessuess that probably 
have ruined him for a useful career, 

“That is considering professional 
football from the standpoint or the 
player only. I do not believe the pro- 
fessional game will ever become popu- 
lar with the public because the 
public has come to look upon football 
as a. purely college sport. *

ATLANTA ZONE PLAN 
REVISED ON FRIDAY 


Important revisions of the proposed 
zoning law for Atlanta were approved 
by the city planning commission Fri- 
day morning. The number of classifi- 


cations were reduced and the regula- 
tions simplified in a number of re- 


spects. . 

The district for single family de- 
tached houses is omitted, and under 
the revised plan there will be a dwell- 
ing house district for either one os 
two family houses, and an apartment 
house district. 

The local retail store district has 
been combined with the commercial 
district, and the semi-nuisance indus- 
trial district has been combined with 
the industrial district. Light manu- 
facturing which under the former plan 
would have been permitted in the com- 


plan be permitted only in the indus- 
trial district. 

The number of height districts has 
been reduced from four to three. The 
height limit of two and one-half 
stories or 35 feet which under the 
former draft was aplied in the dwell- 
ing house district, is now omitted 
and th edwelling house district will 
— included under the 50 foot height 
imit. : 

In the new draft provisions in 
relation to required lot area per family

overnight. The rise in values here 
proved tempting to many owners, who 
had bought at lower levels in the last 
few days, but it was an hour later 
before the market turned unmistakably 
down grade, 

Reports putting the condition of the 
domestic winter crop of wheat at 77.8 
on March 1 as against 76 on December 
1 were current at this juncture. It 
was pointed out, too, that 10,000,000 
bushels of wheat had accumulated at 
Kansas City, and circumstances were 
at present such as to permit shipments 
from there to Chicago at a profit. 
Talk of prospective better demand 
from domestic mills, however, and of 
fresh export business today heiped 
cause something of a rally at the last. 

Corn and oats were mainly swayed 
by the action of wheat.

voting; recreation and amusement; 
the liquor traffic, pool rooms and the 
police department, all fall within the 
scope of this committee’ ; 

Unless some great moral, question 
were involved, neither the committee 
nor the council ld ever take sides 
in any political e6ntroversy. But the 
primary dusy of the committee on 
civics is to stimulate among Chris- 
tian people an interest in all such 
matters. a 

The council holds that it is not only 
the privilege, but the duty of every 
follower of Jesus Christ, who is of 
age and a citizen, to register and vote, 
not in accord with the dictates of any 
man or group of men, b@ in accord 
with the dictates of an intelligently 
informed conscience. 

The committee on education will 
gather and put before the council in- 
formation as to education with a view 
to applying the principles of Jesus 
Christ to all matters of education. 
Leaders in church, political, indus- 
trial and in all-phases of life are to- 
day being trained in our schools and 
colleges. 

The churches have as great an in- 
terest in our public schools, colleges 
and institutions as the churches have 
in the institutions controlled by the 
various denominations. The purpose 
of this committee is to focus the at- 
tention and strength of the Christian 
council upon all such institutions,

Washington, March 3.— President 
Harding took a hand in the army 
strength discussion today, summoning 
members of the/house army appropria- 
tions -zubcommittee into conference 
aiter a talk with General Pershing. 

The subconimittee yesterday agreed 
tentatively to cut the army enlisted 
strength for next year from the 
authorized 150,000 to 115,000. After 
the white house conference it was dis- 
vlosed that an administration policy 
for a force of not less than 130,000 
had been formulated and expressed.

General Pershing would not discuss 


the nature of his talk with the presi- }. 


dent but when the simmons to Chair- 
man Anthony and his associates fol- 
lowed there was no effort to conceal 
that General Pershing had felt it nec- 
essary to appeal to the president 
against the cut in the army the com- 
mittee had in mind. 

As active head of the army, Gen- 
eral Pershing is known to feel that 
not alone the efficiency of the new 
military policy worked out under the 
national defense act of was 
threatened, but that even the post- 
war scheme to combine the regulars, 
national guard and organized regerve 
into one army would be impaired if 
the regular service was further re- 
duced before the new, system had been 
perfected and was in operation. 

At the war department, Acting Sec- 
retary Wainwright said the military 
policy of 1920 was passed as an abid- 
ing policy and was not a plan “sub- 
ject to the whim or caprice of every 
shift in the etonomic situation. sd 

“If that policy was needed in 1920 
it also is needed in 1922,’ he added. 

With regard to General Pershing’s 
call at the white house, Mr. Wain- 
wright said that “no man is better 
fitted to speak with authority on this 
question than he.“ He pointed out 
that General Pershing alone of the 
commanders of the great army that 
fought in the world war was still in 
active service for his country, “and 
content to command now an army of 
150,000 men.’ 

“We feel,” Mr. Wainwright said, 
“that he is doing this because he feels 
it his patriotic duty to give his ex- 
perience and knowledge to the task 
of establishing a sound, peace-time 
military policy such as the act. of 
1920 provides.” 

Full confidence was expressed i in ad- 
ministration circles after the subcom- 
mittee’s conference with the president 
that a conservative course would be 
followed in army réduction when con- 
gress completes its work on the appro- 
priation bills. The committeemen are 
known to have been assured of com- 
rlete sympathy by the executive with 
their desire to reduce government ex- 
penditures in every possible way. It 
was quite evident. however. that a 
ent below the 130,000 strength figure 
would not be regarded by Mr. Har- 
ding as conservative“ in view of the 
present situation in the world.
